Certainly stronger measures 
should be taken to bring the 
matter of highway safety 
home to the people as a na- 
tion. How better to do this 
than for each parent to set an 
example as well as teach high- 
way safety to his children 
who are coming of driving 
age. I heartily agree with 
your comments that every 
highway death should be ac- 
corded a thorough investiga- 
tion in order to determine the 
possible reason for the acci- 
dent. " 

I would also suggest and 
strongly recommend that 
measures of some kind by 
means of State legislation be 
taken to assist our law enforc-! 
in g offieers f in removing 
drunken drivers from our 
highways, I am certain that 
statistics will show that -most 
fatalities arc caused by one 
of two reasons: (1) excess 
speed: (2) drunken drivers. 
As a result, there should be 
legislation permitting any law 
enforcing officer or agent to 
demand a sobriety test of all 
drivers involving fatalities, 
regardless of whether they are 
under suspicion of having 
been drinking or not.

The Mass Transit Subsidy 
bill, the Youth Conservation 
Corps bill, the Domestic 
Peace Corps bill, the Tax "re- 
form" bill, even the Civil 
Rights and "Medicare" bills, 
are still in limbo — with no 
hope of early enactment. 

Many Democrats — includ- 
ing President Lyndon B. 
Johnson — have urged that 
the Civil Rights bill should 
be passed promptly, as a 
"memorial" to the late Pres- 
ident Kennedy, They would 
undoubtedly hope that simi- 
lar support might be given 
tp other Kennedy proposals 
— for the same reason. 

But, lawmaking should not 
be governed by the birth' or 
death of any individual, how- 
ever great or however be- 
loved, The Civil Rights bill 
has plenty of merit upon 
which its fate may rest. In- 
deed, some clarifying amend: 
ments may improve the 
measure. But — it is a bl-
